SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
{RNS} — Roman Catholic par- 
ishioners here and in other 
parts of the country who voted 
for the Popular Democratic 
Party in deliberate defiance of 
their ecclesiastical superiors 
have been told by priests they 
cannot receive Communion un- 
less they confess their ‘‘sin’’,

The $2,550,000 budget as

| Reason Obvious 

“The reason for this reduc- 
tion jis obvious,” Dr. Hudgins 
said.\‘‘On our goal for: 1960 of 
$2,500,000 we actually received 
$2,303,309.71. 

“The figure we have arrived 
at for 1961 reflects a 10.7 per 
cent |increase over 1960’s re- 
ceipts and we do not believe 
it is realistic to adopt a goal 
that \goes beyond that rate of 
anticipated increase. 

“Out of necessity the Capital 
Needs allocation of $1,000,000 
for the colleges, which, by ac- 
tion jf the Convention last 
year, was to have been given 
in four years, is now to be 
spread over a period of five 
year 3.” 

The Capital Needs division 
was also made a priority item 
by vote of the Convention. 

Budget Carried Last Week 

The complete new budget as 
proposed was carried in last 
week’s issue of the Baptist 
Record. 

The trustees of the four col- 
leges were given authority to 
borrow up to 100 per cent of 
their, capital needs allocation 
for the next five years and to 
pledge receipts as security for 
the lbans. This came as a rec- 
ommendation from the Educa- 
tion Commission. 


The Convention’s Boards,

Mississippi Baptist Giving — 
The Cooperative Program world mission budget adopt- 
ed by the recent Mississippi Baptist Convention was $2,550,- 
000, the largest in the Convention’s 125 year history. This 
is a reasonable goal and will be reached and surpassed if 
every ehurch in the state does its share. Indeed, in| the 
light of Mississippi Baptists’ ability to give, the goal is| 

very small. | 
Just how much should Mississippi Baptists: be giving | 
to the Lord’s work? There is only one measure by which we 
can estimate, and that is by the standard of Christian |giv- 
ing found in ‘the Bible — the tithes and offerings of; the 
people in the churches. If we study what the tithe alone 


would be, we may’ be amazed at what we can and should 
be giving. 


According to government statistics the per capita in- 
come of all Mississippians last year was $1,064. Since |this 
was based on a count of all people including children and 
babies, and also includes all races, it is reasonable vit 


sume that the per capita income of Mississippi Baptists 
would be at least 25% higher, and probably more. Using 
the 25% figure we find that the per capita income was, ap- 
proximately $1,330. The tithe of this would have been $133 
rer capita, or a total of more than $61,000,000 for the 460,000 
Mississippi Baptists. We actually gave $19,536,000 or slight- 
ly more than one third of the tithe. | 

Now let us consider what could be done with {this 
61,000,000 tithe. Suppose we take off the $11,000,000 {ap- 
proximately 20%) because of the many non-resident mem- 
bers in our churches. This still leaves $50,000,000 of , 
tithe in the hands of Mississippi Baptists last year. How 
could that great sum have been used? 

Suppose that every local church budget had n 
doubled, giving just twice as much for local work, salaries, 
debts and new buildings. This would take $32,525,000, ew 
would leave $17,474,000 for mission work. | 

If this mission total were divided on a fifty-fifty basis, 
Southern Baptist Convention causes would receive $8,737,- 
000, This would be almost $8,000,000 more than was t 
from Mississippi last year. la 

There would still be $8,737,000 left for Mississippi Bap- 
tist work. Suppose that Clarke College were given $500,000, 
Blue Mountain and William Carey, $1,000,000 each, and 
Mississippi College, $1,500,000. This would take $4,000 000 
for Christian education, but there would still be $4,737,000 
left. 

Suppose that Mississippi Baptist Hospital were given 
$1,000,000, Baptist Memorial Hospital $500,000 and the Bap- 
tist Orphanage, $500,000. 

There would still be $2,437,000 left for the Convention 
Board to use in a great program of state missions.

All the pride of family 
and heritage, all the rugged 
individualism and the spirit of 
freedom in every age became 
articulate in Naboth when he 
said to the King: ‘‘The Lord 
forbid that I should give the 
inheritance of my father unto 
thee.”’

Why 
couldn’t he go along? After 
all, Ahab was their own King 


and they owed inti something. 
What : would enemy nations 
think?: This was a time when 
they must be united .in the 
face of common foes. Did Na- 
both want to be divisive?. They 
must all stand together against 
the threat of Syria. 
Stood His Ground 

Naboth wasn’t fooled. He 
stood his ground. He held firm- 
ly to his heritage he had re- 
ceived. And then the wonder 
was revealed.

You 
know how his courageous stand 
kindled the great Reformation 
that was sorely needed in 
Israel.

ship. 

The way was cleared for the 
transfer at the recent 92nd 
annual meeting of the Burma 
Baptist Convention which ap- 
proved a systematic plan of 
transfer which had been work- 
ed out by the US  church’s 


representatives. of the various 
language groups within the 
Burma Convention. The trans- 
fer involves more than 160 
plots of land, many with 
churches, schools, staff resi- 
dents and_ hospitals. 

In another session the Con- 
vention, which with a more 
than 12,000 attendance was the 
largest Protestant assembly 
ever held in the country, made 
plans to ‘mark the 150th anni- 
versary in 1963 of the arrival 
in 1813 of Adoniram: and Ann 
Judson, pioneer missionaries to 
the country. The date will be 
celebrated as part of a five- 
year evangelism campaign 
which opens next year.
